Tfcey Who Dance Must Pay Fiddler 


He who dances must pay the fidler. That is an old 
saying which is- full of truth. The primary idea in 
this saying, of course, is that one cannot have any 
pleasure without paying {or it in some way, but this 
is not the only sense in which it may be construed. 
It means that we cannot pursue any foolish policy 
indefinitely without paying for it in the end. 

No man can overtax his physical strength inde¬ 
finitely without risking ultimate disaster. Dissipa¬ 
tion or overwork may be continued for a time with¬ 
out any noticeable results, but if continued for a 
sufficiently long time the inevitable comes to pass. 
The laws of nature cannot be violated with impunity. 
If one take* out of life more than he puts in, if he 
tears down his physical strength faster than he 
builds it up, he must eventually pay the fiddler. 

What is true of the laws of nature ’is equally true 
of economic laws. The people of a community may 
for a time tear down the commercial structure of a 
town faster than they build it up without meeting 
disaster, but it cannot be continued indefinitely. In 
the end they must pay the fiddler. 

EXHAUST RESOURCES OF COMMUNITY 

The person who makes his living in a community, 
receiving the money of the community for his labor 
or the products of his labor, and then spends his in¬ 
come outside of his community is helping to exhaust 
the resources of the community just as the man who 
expends his energy through dissipation or overexer¬ 
tion faster than he builds it up is exhausting his 
physical resources. One man may do this, of course, 
without noticeably affecting the economic strength 
of the community, but when a dozen men or women 
do it the effect becomes noticeable and when a hun¬ 
dred do it the resources of the community become 
exhausted to the point where collapse is inevitsble. 
Those who are responsible for this situation may 
think that they havq profited individually by their 
factions, but they have not realized that in the end 
' they must pay the fiddler. 

There are some persons Who seem to be able to 
get through life without much effort. There are 
some who proceed on the theory that the world owes 
them a living and they proceed to collect it. They 
take what they can get and give nothing in return. 
Such persons, however, are not very numerous. Most 


of us must pky for everything that we get. Some 
may have to pay more than their share and these 
are carrying the burden of those who get more than 
they pay for. The fact remains that, as a general 
rule, one cannot have much worth while without pay¬ 
ing for it. 

The merchants of any community are the backbone 
of that community, so far as its prosperity and pro¬ 
gress are concerned. Individually there may be 
some of them who do not exert themselves to boost 
their community, but collectively they are the men 
upon whom the living of every person in the com¬ 
munity depends. The success or failure of an indi¬ 
vidual merchant may not be of particular concern to 
the people of a community, but the success or failure 
of the merchants as a whole is a matter of the very 
greatest concern. 

PROVIDE MARKET F.OR FARMERS 

The merchants of a town, in the first place, pro¬ 
vide a market for a large part of the products of the 
farmers in the territory surrounding the town. They 
buy the products of the farmers in small quantities, 
in accordance with their need, and some of them buy 
in larger quantities for shipment to foreign markets. 
If the merchants could not do this there would be 
no market at least for the small quantities except at 
If the farmers could not realize a

When the case was called on Thurs¬ 
day H. P. O. Savary, K.C., counsel for 
plaintiffs, asked leave to amend state¬ 
ment of claim by asking in the alter¬ 
native, recision of the contract and re¬ 
turn of $65,000 paid. The contract in¬ 
volved 400 head of cattle, 130 head of 
horses, and 480 acres of deeded land 
with the leased land as above stated.

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GRASSHOPPERS 


The organization work for the con¬ 
trol of grasshoppers in district five 
has been completed. The material for 
bait and the extra mixing machines 
required have alj been ordered, and 
some of the material has already ar¬ 
rived. The average order sent for 
each mixing station has been a car of 
bran, a car of sawdust and the proper 
amount of arsenic, salt arid molasses 
to mix with the former. 

It is hoped that everyone will co¬ 
operate in the campaign against the 
hopper. A large amount of money is 
being spent and the only way to get 
value for it is to exterminate the 
hoppers hatched out this spring. If 
only half hearted measures are adopt¬ 
ed the pest will be with us another 
year and another costly campaign will 
result. 

Weather conditions are not going to 
destroy the hoppers, the work of the 
parasite has been found but in a few 
places, so the only \yay to control the 
pest is for every one to get out, get 
busy, find the hoppers’ hatching 
grounds and see that the poison is 
spread at the proper time and in the 
proper area. 

The hoppers will not be hatching all 
over unbroken prairie, but they will 
be found all over" stubble fields and 
there is where many people who have 
stubnled in this crop are almost sure 
to have trouble. It is far better to 
plough six inches deep turning the 
score over flat, then pack. This is 
also the proper method tb follow in 
sunimerfallowing ' if the plowing is 
done before the hoppers hatch. 

The department of agriculture 
would like every one to report all 
areas infested with hoppers. The un¬ 
occupied lands will be the most dif¬ 
ficult to control, but if the farmers 
living near those lands will do some 
voluntary scouting and report all out¬ 
breaks to Will Lawler, telephone-: 157, 
Claresholm,. some one will be detailed 
to spread the poison on those areas.
